New Phone Technology in Ireland 


Eircom has announced it will provide internet access using ADSL brand named 'T 
stream'. This will use existing phone lines with subcarriers in the range 100 kHz to 1.1 
MHz. This will allow faster speed downloading from the internet and allow for 
existing voice calls to be carried on the same phone lines in the range 0 to 4Khz. 


There is wide reports from the USA and from UK trials that radio receivers placed 


near the phone lines will have strong interference in the Long Wave and Medium 
Wave bands. There also may be interference in the HF bands. Similarly this system 
may be susceptible to interference from HF Transmitters. 


The system will be rolled out shortly, at first in some parts of Dublin city. More details 
are available at www.eircom.ie or by phoning 1800 20 22 77.
